' We have all v;itnessed the fiasco of events surrounding the attemptto investigate the 
Winchester CE9111 case recently,A direct cause can be attributed to poor administration, 

I would not entirely agree with British Ufology being a 'disorganised rabble There 
may be groups v;hich fit this description but think of the obstaclesTI'any are earnestly 
trying to study a complex subject with verj'’ little time. There are no real text books. 

The student has to learn from experience and the acc\iracy of authors findings, V/e are 
completely at odds in a little knovm subject v/hich should really be handled by trained 
scientists in varying fields,It is little v/onder we are ’disorganised’. 

It can only be a good sign that certain people are interested enough to go one stage 
fvirther than ’the fxin of running a group’and prepare the ground for an advanced state in 
British Ufology.Certainly it takes time,but this is not necessarily the fault of the 
administrator,Lack of cooperation and genuine interest in the subject are the biggest 
drawbacks.Bill use of the small area should be used in England,Information should flow 
ba,ck and forth vrith the tides, 

HTPOF has advanced from a simple communication medium because none else has had the 
initiative to do so.lTTUOIT could merely be a line of communication still had all groups 
inaugerated their ovm close-cooperation and advancement in a unified manner,but much of 
■Xbi’O'Ts work has been to try to keep groups together and active - \;hich should not be 
necessa:T.Wfologists as ’amateur individual s’must not be used out of context,By definition 
amateur only means unpaid,it should not reflect on the othen-rise excellent v;ork being 
done by some,RTOU,like evem/one else,strives for simplicity,It is not an insun^ountable 
problem,The solution is in the hands of every ufologist.The problem is to join these 
hands together,

The object hovered for several minutes,and v/as very close.lt v/as completely silent .A 
noise then hegcji v/hich sounded like an old fashioned pump,A lino of orange light began 
to run along the botto; from loft to right.T’iis becarae rodder in colour and eventually 
flames v/ere coming out from undsmeath.The bottom rotated,and the z’ight 3iand side of the 
object tilted np\/ards,This v/as folloi/ed a few moments later by the left liand side.Tbe 
object then moved off slo'./ly over some fields,It did. so in a series of jerky notions 
. (v/hich bear remarkably similarity in tho v/itness drawings to the falling leaf motion in 
reverse).
